Sylvia Jones of Dante; Plazel Mitchell of 
Santee ; and Mildred Rexroat of Martin. 

Miss Rexroat has the unusual distinc Jon 
of graduating at the age of 14, with a gen- 
eral 'average of “A” throughout her senior 
year. 

Other commencement activities include a 
senior chapel, junior-senior picnic, an op- 
eretta entitled “The Feast of the Red Corn” 
and the Baccalaureate exercises, with the 
Rev. Robert Benedict, warden of the school 
in charge. 

St. MaryT is the only fully accredited 
Indian girl’s school in the United States 
and much of the credit for its growth and 
efficiency is due to Mrs. Helen Elliot, prin- 
cipal who has built it up from an elemen- 
tary school of eight grades to a first class 
secondary school offering four years of 
work. It is supported by the Episcopal 
Church and has an enrollment of about 50 
girls.

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THE CHILDREN’S CHARTER 

President Hoover’s White) House Confer- 
ence on Child Health and Protection, re- 
cognizing the rights of the child as the 
first rights of citizenship, pledges itself 
to these aims for the Children of Ameri- 
ca. 


For every child spiritual and moral train- 
ing to help him to stand firm under the pres- 
sure of life. 

II For every child understanding and the 
guarding' of his personality as his most pre- 
cious right. 

III For every child a home and that love 
and security which a home provides ; and for 
that child who must receive foster care, the 
nearest substitute for his own home. 

IV For every child full preparation for 
his birth, his mother receiving prenatal, na- 
tol, and postnatal care ; and the establish- 
ment of such photective metsures as will 
make childbearing safer. 

V For every child health protection from 

birth through adolescence, including: peri- 

odical health examinations and, where need- 
ed, care of specialists and hospital treat- 
ment; regular dental examinations and care 
of the teeth ; protective and preventive 
measures against communicable diseases ; 
the insuring of pure food, pure milk, and 
pure water . 

Vi For every child from birth through 
adolescence, promotion of health, including 
health instruction and a health program , 
wholesome physical and mental recreation, 
with teachers and leaders adecpiately train- 
ed. 

VII For every child a dwelling place 
' safe, sanitary, and whilesome, with retson- 

ahle provisions for privacy, free from con- 
ditions which tend to thwart his develop- 
ment ; and a home environment harmonious 
-and enriching’, 

VIII For every child a school which is 
safe from hazards, sanitary, properly equip- 
ped. lighted, and ventilated. For younger 
children unrsery schools and kindergar- 
tens to supplement home care. 

Ig For every child a community which 
recognizes and plans for his needs, protects 
him against physical dangers, moral ha- 
tion ; and makes provision for his cultural 
and whilesome places for play and recrea- 
zar.ds, and disease ; provides him with safe ' 

X For every child an education which, 
and social needs. 

through the discovery and development of 
his individual abilities, prepares him for life; 
and through training and vocational guid- 
ance prepares him for a living which will 
yield him the maximum of satisfaction. 

XI For every child such teaching and 
training as will prepare him for successful 
parenthood, himemaking, and the rights of 
of citizenship ; and, for parents, supplement- 
ary training to fit them to deal wisely with 
the problems of parenthood. 

XII For every child education for safety 
and protection against accidents to which 
modern conditions subject him — those to 
which, through loss or maiming of his par- 
ents, affect him indirectly. 

XIII For every child who is blind, deaf, 
crippled, or otherwise physically handicap- 
ped, and for the child who is mentally han- 
dicapped, such measures as well as will 
early discover and diagnose his handicap, 
provide care and treatment, and so train 
him that he may become an tsset to society 
rather than a liability. Expenses of these 
services should be borne publicly where 
they cannot be privately met. 

XIV For every child who is in conflict 
with society the right to be dealt with intel- 
ligently as society’s charge, not society’s 
outcast ; with the home, he school, the 
church, the court and the institution when 
needed, shaped to return him whenever pos- 
sible to the normal stream of life. 

XV For every child the right to grow up 
in a family with an adequate standard of liv-j 
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ana tne security oi a staDie income as 
surest safeguard against social handi- 
caps. 

XVI For every child protection against 
labor that stunts growth, either physical or 
mental, that limis education, that deprives 
children of the right of comradeship, of 
play, and of joy. 

XVII For every rural child as satisfac- 
tory schooling and health services as for the 
city child, and an extension to rural families 
of social, recreational, and cultural facili- 
ties. 

XVIII To supplement the home and the 
school in the training of youth, and to re- 
turn to them those interests of which 
modern life tends to cheat children, every 
stimulation - and encouragement should be 
given to the extension ' and development of 
the voluntary youth organizations. 

XIX To make everywhere available these 
minimum protections of the health and wel- 
fare of children, there should be a district, 
county, or community organization for 
health, education, and welfare, with full- 
time officials, coordinating with a state- 
wide program which will be responsive to a 
nation-wide service of general information, 


statistics, and scientific research. This 
should include : 

(a) Trained, full-time public health offi- 

cials, with public health nurses, sani- 
tary inspection, and laboratory work- 
ers. . • V '■ q 

(b) Available hospital beds. 

(c) Full-time public welfare service for 
the relief, aid, and guidance of child- 
ren in special nee 1 due to poverty, 
misfortune, or behavior difficulties, 
and for the protection of children 
from abuse, neglect, exploitation, or 
moral hazard 

For every child these rights, regardless of 
race, or color, or situation, wherever he 
may live under the protection of the Amer- 
ican flag. — White House Conference on 
Child Health and Protection.
